A QUEER PREDICAMENT. 


Through an OHclal Blunder a Naval Offi¬ 
cer Receives Excess Pay. 

New York.—A dispatch from Wash¬ 
ington says: On account of a blunder 
of the Controller of the Treasury in 
his interpretation of the law Lieuten¬ 
ant-Commander R. G. Denig of the 
Navy writes to the Treasury Depart- 
men that be is in straitened circum 
stances, and has no means to support 
his family. He has received no pay 
since April and will receive none for 
some time to come. 

In June, 1899, the Controller’s office 
ruled that Denig was entitled to 14400 
a year as fleet engineer, he then being 
attached to the cruiser Chicago. In 
December, 1900, one year and a half 
later, the Controller’s office reversed 
its decision, holding that the officer 
was entitled to his pay as a Lieuten¬ 
ant-Commander. Denig was not noti¬ 
fied until March, 1901, and was 
obliged, meanwhile, to live expen¬ 
sively on a foreign station. It is now 
decided that he owes the Government 
$1300, this representing the excess 
pay Commander Denig received under 
the Controller’s former decision. He 
asks that the Pay Office be allowed 
under the circumstances, to check 
against him at the rate of $80 per 
month. The Controller holds, how¬ 
ever, that the officer can receive no 
pay until the whole amount is re¬ 
mitted to the Government. 


Senor 
Spanish 
dead. 

According to a dispatch to the Daily 
Mail from St. Petersburg, in the re¬ 
cent conflagration at Witebesk 1000 
houses were destroyed and 100 lives 
lost. The prison was burned and many 
prisoners perished 

Reports received from twenty-three 
points in the Territory of Arizona, 
state that the largest alfalfa corn ever 
known is now being gathered. The 
crop is the second one of the year and 
will he of extraordinary value at this 
time when the hay crops of the central 
Western States are burned out. 

A comparative statement of the 
earnings of the Union Pacific Railway 
for the fiscal year recently closed shows 
that the net earnings for that period 
were $1,139,127 in excess of the net 
earnings for the preceding twelve 
months. The gross earnings of the 
twelve moutbB ending June 30th 
showed an increase of $4,328,009, and 
the increase in expenses amounted to 
$3,191,879. 

A dispatch from Berlin says: The 
Foreign Office lias received news from 
Morrocco which confirms the reports of 
the arrest of the chief of the special 
mission to Berlin and London. In 
spite oi the fact that the opening up 
of the Morocco question would at pres¬ 
ent be ver inopportune, Germany is 
prepamPto support England in any 
diplomatic action she may take. 

A special from Newport says: Gos¬ 
sips here say the next engagement in 
the smart set will be that of James 
Henry Smith, fifty times a millionaire, 
and Mrs. Frederick tiehhard, and that 
it will be announced as soon as the 
Gebhard divorce application is granted 
in Dakota. Mrs. Gebhard has been 
spending the summer very quietly at 
the home of her cousin, Mrs. Richard 
Irvin, in New York. Smith is in Eng¬ 
land at present, but he is expected 
back soon. 

The German steamer Gauss, hearing 
the German Antarctic expedition 
under the leadership of Professor von 
Drygalski, has sailed. The expedition 
will establish a base at Kerguelen, at 
which point Professor von Drygalski 
will push as far south as possible and 
spend the winter. If nothing is heard 
of the expedition by June, 1904, a 
searching expedition will be sent out. 
Hans Ruzer, formerly of the Hamburg- 
American line, is captain of the Gauss, 
the appointment having been made 
with the consent of F^mperor William. 

A cable from Paris says: A sort of 
Paris Mafia has been discovered. The 
police are doing their best to stamp it 
out, because fourteen persons who had 
taken part in exposing or convicting 
criminals recently have been mur¬ 
dered by the criminals' companions, 
who were pledged to avenge fellow- 
members of the organization. Among 
the lastost victims were two provin¬ 
cial Judges, three women witnesses 
and one public prosecutor. It is be¬ 
lieved that the association is also re¬ 
sponsible for the remarkable escape 
last week of two desperadoes from the 
jail in Angiers, when three keepers 
were klled and another badly wounded, 
The division of insular affairs of the 
War Department has prepared a state¬ 
ment of receipts from all sources at 
the several custom-houses in Cuba for 
the six months ended June 30, 1901, 
as compared with the same period of 
1899 and 1900. The statement shows 
that the total receipts from customs 
sources during the six months ended 
June 30, 1901, were $7,947,805; for 
the six months ended June 30, 1899, 
$9,919,891, and for the six months 
ended June 30, 1900, $8,090,522. The 
collections at the port of Havana for 
the periods named were in 1901, 6,- 
901,901; in 1900, $9,125,444. Cien- 
fuegos comes next with $985,248, fol¬ 
lowed by Santiago with $550,289 for 
the six months ending June 30, 1901. 


Governor of Hawaii Hake* a Proposition 
to Effect Needed Improvement*. ‘ 

It lias developed that the G over® or 
of Hawaii has twice proposed the issue 
of bonds to effect needed publie Im¬ 
provements. The Secretary of Ibe 
Interior on both occasions decline^ to 
entertain the plan. Governor Dole 
first requested on June 4th the ap¬ 
proval of the President for a proposed 
issue of an unstated amount of' so- 
called Hawaiian treasury notes antler 
act 79 of the provincial Hawaiian <Jt>v- 
ernment, a part of the civil laws of 
Hawaii in 1897. The object «U to 
procure a temporary loan to replenish 
the territorial treasury. Secretary 
Hitchcock replied that the fact that 
the amount was neither stated fcor 
estimated was of itself a sufficient ab¬ 
jection. 

The Governor bad inclosed an ojpn 
ion of the Territorial Attorney-tin 
eral, which the Secretary, in his reply 
declining to take up the plan, says 
does not directly oxpresss the opinion 
that the proposed indebtedness can be 
ldwfully incurred under existing laws 
He inolosed a certfied copy of act 
71 of the laws of 1899, providing lor 
a loan of $2,000,000, and statements 
of tlio Treasurer showing that there 
remain unissued bomlB amounting to 
$799,000 authorized by the act; that 
the assessed value of the Territory is 
$97,094,104, and that the outstanding 
bonded indebtedness after payment will 
ho $940,000. The Governor then 
recommends the issuance of teriitorial 
bonds for $790,000, chargeable on $he 
general revenues of the Territory, but 
not on the credit of the public domain, 
to be redeemable in not less than ive 
years, payable in not more than fifteen 
years from date of issue, provided that 
the Territorial Legislature shall pfces 
the necessary appropriating bill provid¬ 
ing for the expenditures set forth in 
section 55 in the territorial act. j 

The Secretary of the Interior, in bis 
latest reply, says that new legislation 
is indispensable to the bonded issue, 
and that the Governor lias not indi¬ 
cated that such legislation lias b6en 
had, nor can it safely be anticipated. 

The purchase by employes of the 
Hawaiian Territorial Government of 
lots or other public property at public 
auction has called forth a communica¬ 
tion from Secretary Hitchcock to G*v 
ernor Dole, in which be says that even 
should there be no legal objection to 
these employes making such purchases, 
permitting them to do so is a mjfiter 
of questionable propriety. 

In response to an inquiry from the 
Interior Department, Governor Dole 
has reported that in eases of exchanges 
of land authorized by the laws of Ha¬ 
waii it has been liis custom to have 
private parties convey the title to such 
lands to the Territroy of Hawaii, and 
not to the United States. Secrotary 
Hitchcock, in reply, has requested that 
no further conveyances of this kind be 
made until further advised by tiie de¬ 
partment. 

Governor Dole has reported to the 
Interior Department that the Ha¬ 
waiian Territory will adopt the rules 
and regulations of the Interior De¬ 
partment in execuing its bonds and 
contracts in the future. 

The Interior Department has ap¬ 
proved the opinion of the Attorney- 
General of Hawaii holding that the 
Governor of Hawaii, has lawful au¬ 
thority to lease agricultural landB for 
not exceeding five years at public 
auction to the highest bidder, not¬ 
withstanding that such bidder is a 
corporation owning over 1000 acres of 
land. 


PHILIPPINE REFORMS. 


Governor Taft Says That Tariff 
Legislation is Necessary. 


OTHER LAWS THAT MUST BE MADE. 


Commission Grant* Money for the Belief 
ef Sufferers by the Ravages of 
the Cattle Plague. 


CALLS FOR A SURRENDER. 


Manila.—Governor Taft, speaking at 
the banquet given recently by the Cali¬ 
fornians in Manila to Representative 
Julius Kahn of San Francisco, said 
that in order to properly develop the 
Philippines satsfactory legislation deal¬ 
ing with the tariff reforms must be 
passed at the next session of Congress, 
lie asserted also that laws prohibiting 
the sale of public lands and timber, 
laws providing for the incorporation of 
American hanks and laws granting 
franchises and mining rights were 
imperatively demanded. Other mem¬ 
bers of the Philippine Commission 
spoke in the same vein. General 
Chaffee described the achievements 
of California’s regiment. 

The Commission lias granted $25,- 
000 to each province where cattle have 
been killed by rinderpest, and this 
sum will he expended in giving work 
to those who need it, with a prefer¬ 
ence for outlay upon public roads. The 
money is to be returned in five years. 

General Davis expects to complete 
the work of turning over the duties of 
Provost Marshal soon, and he will then 
assume command of the United States 
troops on the island of Mindanao and 
in the Jolo archipelago. 

General Greely, Chief Signal Officer, 
has had an interview with the mem¬ 
bers of the Commissioner with refer¬ 
ence to turning over the telegraph 
system. 

General Chaffee has received from 
Lieutenant Herbert I. Flvans of the 
F'orty - fourth Volunteer Infantry a 
full report of the taking of Mindanao. 

Lieutenant Evans says the insur¬ 
gents tied to the mountains, hut that 
they must surrender, as they have 
no means of escape. 

Commissary-General Weston asserts 
that the original reports of the frauds 
in the commissary departments were 
much exaggerated, and that the total 
money loss to the Government turns 
out to be only $750. 

Governor Taft and Commissioners 
Ide and Moses will leave Manila to es¬ 
tablish civil government in the north¬ 
ern provinces. 


CAUSED A MATRIMONIAL BOOM 

A I.urge Number of Philippine Touchers 
Wediled on Receiving Appointments. 

New York.—A special from Wash 


Lord Kitchener Issues »n Important 
Proclamation to the Boers. 

London.— A Parliamentary paper 
has been issued containing the procla¬ 
mation issued by Lord Kitchener, in 
accordance with instructions from the 
Imperial Government, the governments 
of Cape Colony and Natal concurring. 
Tlie proclamation says: 

“All commandants, field cornets and 
leaders of armed bands, being burgh¬ 
ers of the late republics and and still 
engaged in resisting his majesty’s 
forces, whether in Orange River Col¬ 
ony, the Transvaal or other portions of 
his majesty’s South African domin¬ 
ions, and all members of the late gov¬ 
ernments of the Orange Free State and 
Transvaal, shall, unless they surrender 
before September 15th, be permanent¬ 
ly banished from South Africa. Tho 
cost of maintenance of the families of 
all burghers in the field who have not 
surrendered by September 15th shall 
be recoverable from such burghers and 
shall he a charge upon their property, 
removable and immovable, in the two 
colonies.” 

Tho prelimnary correspondence 
shows that the proclamation is based 
upon suggestions which the Govern¬ 
ment. of Natal forwarded to Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, July 24th, and 
that the date, September 15th, was 
recommended liy Lord Milner. 

The reasons for the proclamation are 
set forth in a preamble, which, after 
stating that “the burghers of the late 
republics still in arms are not only 
few in numbers hut have lost almost 
all their guns and inunitons of war, 
and are devoid of regular military or¬ 
ganization, and are, therefore, unable 
to carry on regular warfare or to offer 
any organized resistance to his ma¬ 
jesty’s forces in any part of tho conn 
try,” adds: “His majesty's Govern¬ 
ment is determined to put an end to 
the state of things .which is aimlessly 
prolonging bloodshed and destruction 
and inflicting ruin upon a great ma¬ 
jority of the inhabitants, who are anx¬ 
ious to live in peace and earn a liveli¬ 
hood for themselves and tlieir fam¬ 
ilies,” 

London.—Rudyard Kipling’s ‘‘Kill¬ 
ing Krueger With Your Mouth” is 
quoted against the Government by the 
pro-Uoer press as a description of the 
latest proclamation. The Daily News 
says that‘‘tiiis empty thunderbolt by 
tired and despairing Jove will have no 
effect,” and it reminds the Govern¬ 
ment while they may banish the Boers 
from British South Africa, they can¬ 
not banish them from German South 
Africa. 

It appears certain that the proclama¬ 
tion was wholely inspired by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Natal. Chamberlain is 
on one side praised as a strong states¬ 
man and on the other hand despiBed 
as a weakling for accepting Natal’s ad¬ 
vice. Generally the proclamation is

Jamaica to Send Her Fruit to America. 

Kingston, Jamaica.—At a meeting 
of influential merchants and represen¬ 
tative fruit-growers preliminary steps 
were taken for the formation of a 
company with a capital of $200,000 
to establish a line of fruit steamers 
between Jamaica and American ports, 
not named. This action was taken in 
consequence of the great fruit supply 
which cannot be hauled by the two ex¬ 
isting lines trading with the United 
States and Europe. 


Scientists' Attention Attracted to It 
Atlantic City. 

Philadelphia. — Astronomers and 
scientific men are greatly interested 
in a large meteorite which fell in At¬ 
lantic City recently. It still lies 
buried ten feet. Persons who saw 
the huge body come falling through 
the space say tlieir first attention was 
attracted by an unusually loud clap of 
thunder, accompanied by a blinding 
flash of lightning and a slight trem 
bling of earth. At first it was thought 
a bolt had struck a large building. 

The meteorite weighs nearly three 
tons. The shape is somewhat irregu¬ 
lar, though resembling to a slight 
degree an egg flattened on one side 
with a corresponding proturberance 
upon the other. Its color is blackish 
gray, streaked with bright, scintilla 
ting lines, which run irregularly across 
the upper portion. The presence of 
sulphur is observed 
which permeates the 
feet around it. 

Local astronomers 
meteorite previously 
weghs only 500 pounds, and it 
valued at thousands of dollars. The 
value of this last heavenly visitor 
they say, is wortli a fortune to science

Hewed into 
his flesh, the Coroner said, were little 
bits of jewels, little dumbbells and 
chains in such manner that it looked 
as if the man had been tortured. Him 
lar thugs were found on the body of 
F’rank Lorenz, the mysterious man who 
committed suiede at Whitehaven sev 
eral weeks ago.

FRENCH CRUISERS FAILURE. 


Trouble on the Island of Quelpart. 

St. Petersburg.—Dispatches received 
here from Seoul, the capital of Corea, 
announce that there have been renewed 
disturbances on the island of Quelpart, 
off the Corean coast, and that several 
Catholic missionaries have been killed. 

Washington.—The State Department 
has received detailed mail advices con¬ 
cerning the revolt on the island of 
Quelpart, near Corea, some time ago. 
The advices show that about 300 per¬ 
sons were killed, mostly Christians. 
The other details did not differ irom 
those received from other sources. 


Trial Trips Provn llollura of Two L»t«at 
Acquisitions Utterly Unfit. 

New York.—A cable from Paris says: 

A sensation lias been caused in politi¬ 
cal circles by the complete failure of 
F'rance’s latest cruiser, the Jeanne 
d’Are, which cost 23,000,000 francs, 
and of tho Chateau-Renault, which cost 
19,000,000. Each vessel took nearly 
six years to build, two years more 
than the contract time. 

At tho steam trials of the Jeanne 
d’Arc only twenty-four boilers out of 
her thirty-Bix could bo used. The 
heat in the engine-room rose to 149 
degrees Fahrenheit. Wlmt the heat 
in the stokeroom was nobody can say. 
The stokers were forced to flee for their 
lives. The vessel re-entered Toulon, 
going atothree knots an hour. Shu will 
require new boilers throughout. 

The Chateau-Benault’s engines 
heated and melted and will have to tie 
replaced.

It also appears that the British Govern 
ment asks the reconsideration ef some 
clauses as to which no agreement has 
been heretofore reached owing to the 
objection of several powers.”

DANIEL ~ BUTTERFIELD. 


The recent death of Gen. Daniel Butterfield at his country home in New York 
takes from the muster rolls of the Civil War almost the last of the surviving 
general officers of the volunteer army. lie was never a soldier of surpassing 
genius or achievements, but bis patriotism was unquestioned and his services to 
his country were important and long continued. From the time when, as Colonel 
of a New York regiment, he volunteered to drill the home guard organized for 
the defense of the national capital until the final surrender of Lee, he wns al¬ 
most continuously in active service, taking part in twenty-eight battles, being 
twice severely wounded, and three times breveted for bravery. When the war 
was over Gen. Butterfield held commission as a Major General of volunteers, 
and also held a brevet of the same rani: in the regular army. Though he re¬ 
tired from the army in 1809 to take up large responsibilities in civil life, he never 
lost his strong patriotism and his military spirit. When the Spanish-American 
war broke out he strongly urged upon the Secretary of War the advisability of 
calling out the members of the Grand Army post to which he belonged, the mem¬ 
bers of which were ready to fight again for the country they had once de¬ 
fended. Though not a graduate of West Point, he was by instinct and training 
a soldier, and his body wns buried in the national cemetery on the Hudson, 
where sleep so many gallant soldiers. 


WILD-ANIMAL LIFE. 


Unwritten History of the Many Trag¬ 
edies of the Woods. 

One day In the fail of 1888, in the 
mountains of Northern Colorado, while 
engaged about the ranch, I saw up at 
the head of the meadow, a half-mile 
away, a bunch of a dozen antelope com¬ 
ing down-from the hills at full speed, 
closely pursued by some black animal. _ 
I knew that it must be a black wolf, 
since an occasional one had been seen, 
and nothing else that I could think of 
could run as this was running. All 
who are familiar with antelope know 
how wonderful'ls their speed; there are 
a very, very few animals which can 
equal them. 

When I first saw them the wolf was 
perhaps five or six rods behind, and 
during the distance I could see them 
(possibly eighty rods) it was gaining 
steadily but surely, and as they went 
out of sight into the hills on the other 
side of the meadow It was seemingly 
about two jumps behind, and they be¬ 
gan to scatter as it was closing in on 
them. 

I was so Intensely interested that I 
was fairly riveted to the spot, and not 
until they had disappeared did I awak¬ 
en to action. I ran to the buuk-liouse, 
got my gun, and ran up a steep, tim¬ 
bered hillside for a near cut to an open 
valley, for which they were headed, 
believing It would catch one within a 
short distance. When I got to the edge 
of the timber on top of the hill I saw 
the antelope all huddled together and 
standing still, just as sheep do after 
being scared. The antelope would have 
offered a good shot if it had been meat 
I was after, but I cared nothing for get¬ 
ting an antelope, but I did want a shot 
at the wolf.

The Gam Gatherers.

The 
gatherers In winter will travel on snow- 
shoes 10 or 15 miles through the forest, 
sleeping at night iu some old hunter's 
deserted shack. 

There arc three kinds of spruce in the 
Adlrondacks—red, black and white. The 
best gum is gathered from the sapwood 
of the white spruce. The rarest of the 
gums is the "blister,” which is translu¬ 
cent and turns blue after being chewed. 
After being scraped, washed and 
brightened it sells for $1.50 a pound. 
There is a coarser grade, composed of 
blister scrapings mixed with particles 
of bark. Placed on trays of cottoh 
cloth'In a steam tank, the gain Is 
drawn out and yields the producer 50 
cents a pound, forming the ordinary 
chewing gum of commerce. Some man¬ 
ufacturers adulterate the gum with 
paraffin, resin nud chicle.—Country 
Gentleman.

GREAT RIVER OF LIBERIA. 


Floating Down the Amour Is the Ex¬ 
perience of a Lifetime. 

A traveler In Siberia had the novel 
experience of floating down one of the 
greatest rivers In tbe world—the Amour 
—which Is practically unknown to 
geographers as yet. “At Khabarovsk,” 
he says, “though we were more than 
500 miles from Its mouth, It was fully a 
mile aud a half wide and flowed In a 
strong, full current, which fact we real¬ 
ized for many a day thereafter as we 
made our slow and toilsome way 
against it. The Amour Is one of the 
few greatest rivers of the world. In 
length It Is equaled by no river In Eu¬ 
rope and is surpassed only by the 
Yang-tse-Klang and Yenisei in Asia, by 
the Nile and Congo In Africa and by the 
Amazon and McKenzie In America, 
though if we reckon the Mississippi 
aud Missouri as one river it is longer 
than any of them except the Nile. Its i 
water is somewhat muddy at Vladivos- i 
tock, but nothing like the consistency 
of the Mississippi at St. i/ouis. It can¬ 
not be said to be ’both food and drink.’ 
As we ascend its swift current it con¬ 
stantly grows clearer, until 1,000 miles 
further up it is about the color of white 
wine and Is sweet aud wholesome to 
the* taste. 

"Its shores are still in their virgin 
greenery. For hundreds of miles at a 
time one sees not a cultivated field, 
though doubtless some such tilled land 
lies back from the river and out of 
sight Great wood piles for the use of 
the frequent river steamers are the 
most common objects that show the 
hand of man, but even these are often 
iu desperately lonely spots, so that one 
can scarcely believe that they were ever 
visited by human beings. And yet all 
this immense river basin of 500,000 
square miles Is apparently fertile and 
habitable and when we saw it is was ;

than those found on the dog. If left 
to ravage unchecked, they soon reduce 
a sleek, healthy cat to a miserable skel¬ 
eton. suffering all over from eczema. 

To get rid of the fleas wash with sul¬ 
phur soap-any good brand which 11ic| 
nearest shop affords—comb out the fleas 
with a lino tooth comb while the hair 
is still wet, then rinse the cat well In 
milk warm water, dry It with soft tow¬ 
els and give it after tho bath a saucer 
of warm milk with a teaspoonful of 
brandy or whisky in it. A kitten 
should liave only a few drops of spir¬ 
its and lie kept snug in a clean basket 
an hour after the bath. 

When the hair is very dry, blow Iu 
all along tlie backbone some sort of 
good line insect powder, either lark¬ 
spur or pyretbriim. Rub hclilud the 
ears with tbe sulphur ointment direct- 
oil for dogs. Next day brush out all 
the powder with a tine, close brush, 
comb the coat lightly, then part It 
along the backbone nnd rub with the 
sulphur ointment. 

For mange rub nil over with the sul¬ 
phur ointment. Keep the cat confined 
so It cannot lie In tbe dirt and after 24 
hours wash It well iu hot soapsuds— 
Just comfortably hot, not scnlding— 
rinse dry and leave alone. In three 
days, if tbe mange persists, repent the 
ointment nnd after the treatment give 
the cat plenty of oatulp, either green or 
dry, with milk and bread diet. Catnip 
Indeed ought to be given always twice 
a week. Burn Infected bedding and 
fumigate sleeping baskets, or else wash 
them well In -bichloride of mercury, 
Let them stand six hours nfter wash¬ 
ing, then scald plentifully with bolllug 
water and dry well before letting tbe 
cat sleep in them agniu.—WnsUiugtob 
Star. 


Maxeppa,

){ the Cossacks. Ho was born of a no¬ 
ble Polish family In Podolia nnd be¬ 
came n page In the court of Jau Cas- 
mlr, king of Poland.
